Ant the In- 
dictment fets torth , that the 30th of Auryt, in the 307th Year of the 
King, he and other falſe Traitors dud agre2 to fiir up Sedition and Re- 
bellon in the Kingdom, and to cauiea yreat flaughter of his Majeſties 
Subjects ; To introduce the S.perſtition o. tie Ciurch of Rome, and De- 
poſe and Murther the King, and to airer tic ©;overnment in Church and 
State. And *cis there fſa:d, that ro accoims!.:: theſe £1411 Peligns, he writ 
'Two Letters to be ſent to Rove, and vt. Omers, tht citett of which Let- 
ters was to procure the .\ſtitance of ti:c Pope, and the French King, to 
alter the Religion Eſtabliſhed by Law in this Kingdom, to Romi/h Saper- 
ſtition; to Subvert the Governmen:, :nd to put the King ro Death ; and 
that in further proſecution of theſe Traiterous Deſigns, he writ Two 
other Letters to be ſent to Rome to one Chriſtopher Anderton, ReQtor of 
the Engliſh Colledg, and a Jeſuit, and Two others to be ſent to St. Omers ;

Sir Cr. Levins. May it pleaſe your Lordhip, and you Gentlemen of 
the Jury; 

«F LT is Indicted for Treaſon, for having a part in that gene- 
ral Treaſon that you have heard ſeveral times before of, and ſome Perſons 
there were Indi&ted, Tried, and Convicted yeſterday, for that Treaſon 
that Mr. Laxghorn had an hand in: tor the Indictment does {et forth, that 
there were Letters written by him to Rowe to the ſame purpoſe, of which 
Gentlemen you have heard ſo often, and will hear again. 

This Treaſon was no leſs than to murtier the King, to alter the Reli- 
gion, to overturn the Law, to raiſean Army, by force to effect all rhis, 
and in ſhort to do all the miſchiet that men { 1t it be Jawtul to call ſuch 
Creatures men ) could do. That there was 1n order to this, Conſultations 
held the 247h. of April among the Jeſuits ; and there it was reſolved 
that the King ſhould be killed, there were Perſons appointed to do it, that 
was Pickering, and Grove, but they tailed therein, and they proſecuted ir 
at Windſor, but happening to tail there alſo, they followed him to New- 
Market, and Ordered that it ſhould be done there : And when all this 
failed, they took another courſc, his Majeſty was to be Poiſoned, and as 
I faid before, to make all this good, an Army was to be raiſed of 50000 
men in England, to perect this Work ; but it that would not do, they 
were to have Forces from beyond Sea to joyn with them : And Mr. Lang- 
horn he writ Letters to procure theſe Forces, and he not only did fo, but he 
found the effect of his Letters, and received Commiſſions from beyond 
Sea, whereof one was for himſelt, tobe Advocate General of the Army.
